THE WAR 


TUESDAY. 


Ambassador von Bernstorff, acting 
under instructions from Berlin, asked 
the state department in Washington 
to delay action as a result of the sink 
Ing of the liner Arabic until the Ger­ 
man government has had opportunity 
to give its version of the affair. Ger* 
many, the ambassador said, tendered 
sympathy for the loss of any Ameri* 
can lives, and disclaimed intention to 
commit an unfriendly act against the 
United States. 


German troops are dtorming the de­ 
fences at Brest-Litovsk, south Poland, 
according to a despatch from Berlin. 


The Italian expedition which sailed 
from Italy, is reported to be on its 
way to Enos, in the Aegean sea, ox 
to Smyrna, Asia Minor, where it will 
co-operate with the allied forces at 
the Dardanelles. 


Paris reports hard fighting in the 
Vosges and says German attempts tc 
retake lost ground have been re­ 
pulsed. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Semi-official despatches from Ber- 
Hn deny the Russian report of heavy 
German losses in the nayal battle of! 
Riga, and assert that only one small 
German gunboat was sunk, and two 
damaged, whereas two Russian gun­ 
boats and a torpedo boat were sent to 
the bottom. 


Berlin announces that the outer for­ 
tifications at Brest-Litovsk have been 
ierced. The Teutonic forces are en­ 
gaged in a swinging~r&ovement de­ 
signed to throw a ring around the 
city. 


Forty-one persons were killed oi 
wounded by bombs from allied aero­ 
planes which attacked Constantinople 
Paris reports a gain by British troops 
of 800 yards of Turkish trenches on 
Gallipoli peninsula, 


Austrian artillery has driven Italian 
forces from the heights of Munfal* 
cone, Vienna reports. 


THURSDAY, 


Berlin has announced the capture 
of the fortress of Brest-Litovsk, in 
south Poland. Petrograd admits the 
retirement of Russian forces from 
Bialystolc, in north Poland, saying 
Granfl Duke Nicholas was unwilling 
to join battle with superior German 
forces. 
Despatches from Switzerland 
say that among the German trophiea 
on the eastern front is a large quan 
tity of Japaneses guns and shells. 


In the biggest air raid ever made, 
sixty-two French aeroplanes droppeo 
150 bombs upon the town of Dillingen 
in the Rhine region, an important 
ammunition manufacturing: centre. 


London says th$t the recent British 


advances on the uaiilpon peninsula 
have enabled the allied forces to con* 
solidate over a twelve-mile front. 


FRIDAY. 


A semi-official statement from Vi* 
ennt says Austrian cavalry has cut 
the railroad line, near Kovel, which 
connected 
the 
Russian 
armies 
in 
southern Poland and those to tin 
southiwest. 
Berlin announces gains 
along the entire eastern front, and 
reports that the fortress of Olita, on 
the Niemen river, twenty miles south 
east of Kovno, has been evacuated. 


Reports from Amsterdam say that 
Germany has shifted 100,000 men and 
a quantity of heavy artillery to the 
vicinity of Verdun, aparently in pre­ 
paration for a new offensive on the 
western front. French airmen have 
made frequent raids on the Franco* 
German border, 


Italians have made slight gains in 
the upper and lower Isonzo region, 
Rome asserts. 


SATURDAY. 


Tho right and left wings of the Rus­ 
sian army has been cut off from the 
center, according to news dispatches 
to Berlin. An official announcement in 
Berlin says the Russian line has been 
pierced in East Galicia, and that the 
city of Narew has been taken. A spe­ 
cial dispatch says the Russian army 
has become demoralized and that the 
Germans now hope to reach Odessa 
and Petrograd and end the war. 


It is reported in Washington that 
Germany has signified her willing* 
ness to curb her submarines if the 
United States induces Great Britan 
to raise its food blockade against the 
Germans. 


Two German aviators were killed 
by gunfire when a squadron of foul 
aeroplanes attempted a raid on Paris. 
The raiders were driven away without 
accomplishing any damage. 


SUNDAY. 


French warplane flotillas, in spec 
tacular night raids, have bombarded 
many German trench lines, ammuni­ 
tion and powder storehouses and pio­ 
neer shelters and barracks housing 
thousands of tho kaiser’s soldiers. The 
raids were carried out in the Arden 
nes region, in the Argonne and as fai 
as the frontiers of Lorraine.

Surgeon Extracts Wire Staple 


Via Windpipe Route. 


For many years foreigners have re- 


»arded the "skyscraper" as something 


typical and es- 
sentially Ameri- 
can. Now a con- 
tributor to L'll- 
lUBtration shat- 
ters the illusion; 
he points out that 
—as far back as 
its origin goes, 
an 7way—the sky- 
scraper 
is not 


American at all. 
The first one was 
planned over 
three 
centuries 


ago in a small 
town of Savoy. 


In 
the 
year 


1601, Jacques Perret, an architect liv- 
ng in Chambrey, designed a build- 
ng that, although it was never erect- 
ed, may properly claim to be the an- 
cestor of the modern skyscraper. 
What a visionary dreamer must have 
>een the architect who 300 years ago 
planned an 11-story building 361 feet 
n height—almost half as tall as the 
Woolworth building in New York. 


According to Ferret's measurements, 


the building was to have been 166 
feet long and 140 feet broad. 
And 


the walls were to have been over 12 
feet thick! 
But in 1601 the meth- 


ods of building construction were by 
no means so modern as Ferret's plans; 
twelve-foot walls were none too thick 
to support 11 stories. 
Here, again, 


however, the ingenuity of the archi- 
tect showed itself, for he found a way 
of making use of the -walls without 
weakening their strength. 
"In the 


thickness of the walls," he wrote, 
"are little stairways, cabinets and cup- 
boards, from the bottom floor to the 
top floor; thus there is no space 
wasted." 


Evidently the building was designed 


for a dwelling—perhaps an apartment 
house, for in describing his project, 
Perret wrote: -'This great and excel- 
lent edifice can accommodate comfort- 
able 500 people." 


Considering the date of tlie design, 


the project of Jacques -Ferret was 
in many ways a remarkably prophetic 
vision. In ornateness of detail and in 
fanciful exaggeration the building sug- 
gests the sixteenth century, but in its 
general lines it represents a much 
later period in architecture. Like the 
most modern skyscrapers of New 
York, it has a tower above the main 
building. And when he designed the 
terraced 
roof, did Jacques Perret 


dream of a roof garden? 


Most Difficult Operation of Its Kind 


Yet Performed on Living Sub- 


ject Without Shedding 


Bi<tod. 


While at work on his farm a Kan- 


sas man carelessly put a wire staple 
into his mouth. 
Something occurred 


to make him start suddenly and the 
staple was drawn down his windpipe, 
points uppermost, finally lodging in 
the lower lobe of the right lung. Lo- 
cal physicians were unable to remove 
the intruder, and so the farmer went 
to Pittsburgh to consult Dr. Cheval- 
ier Jackson. 


Doctor Jackson succeeded ia re- 


moving the staple not only without in- 
jury to the man's lung, but without 
shedding a drop of blood. His account 
of the achievement, as given in the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, is an excellent example of 
the patience and ingenuity which spell 
success for the modern surgeon. 


The first step was the making of a 


series of X-ray photographs of the 
lung. 
These showed that the staple 


had worked down by a rachet-like 
movement deep into the lung. Every 
breath favored its going still deeper, 
but was powerless to force the in- 
truder back because of the immediate 
catching of one or both points. 


An instrument called a bronchoscope 


was introduced down the patient's 
throat and into the lung. 
This re- 


vealed the staple tightly wedged in 
the smallest lung passage it could en- 
ter, and with both points concealed in 
swollen mucous membrane 
To pull 


on such a body would mean the rip* 
ping of the bronchial wall and certain 
death to the patient. 


Working the body slightly down- 


ward with a forked rod passed through 
the bronchoscope, the points were lib- 
erated. The staple was slightly ro- 


Strength of Cast Iron, 


In a paper recently read before the 


Society of Chemical Industry the state- 
ment was made that the strength of 
cast iron was affected by the addition 
of wrought iron in the following pro- 
portions: With 100 parts of cast iron 
10 parts of wrought Iron increases the 
strength 2 per cent; 20 parts of 
wrought iron increases the strength 
32 per cent; 30 parts of wrought iron 
increases the strength 60 per cent; 40 
parts of wrought iron increases the 
strength but 33 per cent. 
The maxi- 


mum result is therefore produced with 
30 per cent wrought scrap.

Stainless Steel. 


A Sheffield steel firm has recently 


evolved a new and novel product 
which is called stainless steel, which, 
when brought to a bright polished fin- 
ish, is proof against rust, stain or tar- 
nish. 
The first articles which have 


been made from this steel are cutlery, 
and after a prolonged use this has re- 
tained its original finish. Although 
specimens were subjected to a par- 
ticularly severe test on fruits of vari- 
ous kinds known quickly to stain ordi- 
nary steel, there were no marks of any 
kind upon the surface of the cutlery. 


How the Staple Was Removed. 


Fig. 1: Shows bronchoscope; A, point 
of staple imbedded in swollen mucous 
membrane.

Traction in the direction of the ar- 
row (P) and counterpressure on the 
points of the staple permit the points 
to enter the branch bronchi and the 
staple to be turned over. Pig. 4: With 
the points trailing harmlessly behind 
the staple is drawn out. Fig. 5: 
Actual size of the staple which was 
turned over while imbedded in a man's 
lung and removed bloodlessly through 
the mouth. 


tated with forceps so as to bring the 
points in new places. 
With the com- 


bined use of hooks, side-curved for- 
ceps' and the lip of the bronchoscope, 
the staple was gradually manipulated 
less than half an inch upward Jto a 
place where a pair of suitably spaced 
orifices of branch lung passages were 
available for the admission of the 
points. 


The two points were guided into the 


branch orifices as traction with the for- 
ceps caused the staple to turn over, 
loop-end upward. The loop was held 
against the bronchoscope tube-mouth, 
while all were withdrawn together. 


The operation lasted an hour and 


twenty-one minutes.

er!" "The black man!" "The ghost!" 
or even those who constantly cry for 
a drink of water, are generally the off- 
spring of neurotic mothers who have 
themselves been made neurotic by re-, 
ceiving too much attention, too much 
emotional affection, by being kept too 
dependent, not leaning on themselves 
but on others. 


The cure for such children js to 


make them play with other children, 
to let them do things for themselves, 
such as dressing and bathing them- 
selves and going to bed alone. Thus 
they will acquire a spirit of inde- 
pendence. 


Daylight Saving in Canada,

en throughout Canada to a so-called 
daylight-saving scheme.

ment in Halifax is In accord with an 
effort all over the dominion to nave 
the clock put back one nour on April 
1 each year, continuing to some 
autumn month, in order to give more 
daylight for work and pleasure.

Strength of Cast Iron. 


In a paper recently read before the 
Society of Chemical Industry the state­ 
ment was made that the strength of 
cast iron was affected by the addition 
of wrought iron in the following pro­ 
portions: 
With 100 parts of cast iron 
10 parts of wrought iron increases the 
strength 2 per cent; 
20 parts of 
wrought iron increases the strength 
32 per cent; 30 parts of wrought Iron 
increases the strength 60 per cent; 40 
parts of wrought iron increases the 
strength but 33 per cent. 
The maxi­ 
mum result is therefore produced with 
30 per cent wrought scrap. 


Stalnfesj Steel. 


A SheiTeld steel firm has recently 
evolved a new and novel product 
which is called stainless steel, which, 
when brought to a bright polished fin­ 
ish, is proof against rust, stain or tar­ 
nish. 
The first articles which have 
been made from this steel are cutlery, 
and after a prolonged use this has re­ 
tained its original finish.

Moat Difficult Operation of Ita Kind 
Yet Performed on Living Sub-

Blood* 


For many years foreigners have re­ 
garded tho “skyscraper” as something 


typical 
and 
es­ 
sentially 
Ameri­ 
can. Now a con­ 
tributor to ^ I l ­ 
lustration s h a t ­ 
ters the illusion; 
he points out that 
—as far back as 
Its origin goes, 
anyway—the sky­ 
scraper 
is 
not 
American at all. 
The first one was 
p l a n n e d 
over 
three 
centuries 
ago in a small 
town of Savoy. 


In 
the 
year 
1G01, Jacques Perret, an architect liv­ 
ing in Chambrey, designed a build­ 
ing that, although it was never erect­ 
ed, may properly claim to be the an­ 
cestor of the 
modern skyscraper. 
What a visionary dreamer must have 
been the architect who 300 years ago 
planned an 11-story building 361 feet 
in height—almost half as tall as the 
Woolworth building in New York. 


According to Perret’s measurements, 
the building was to have been 166 
feet long and 140 feet broad. 
And 
the walls were to have been over 12 
feet thick! 
But in 1601 the meth­ 
ods of building construction were by 
no means so modern as Perret’s plans; 
twelve-foot walls were none too thick 
to support 11 stories. 
Here, again, 
however, the ingenuity of the archi­ 
tect showed itself, for he found a way 
of making use of the walls without 
weakening their strength. 
“In the 
thickness of the walls,” he wrote, 
“are little stairways, cabinets and cup­ 
boards, from the bottom floor to the 
top floor; thus there is no space 
wasted.” 


Evidently the building was designed 
for a dwelling—perhaps an apartment 
house, for In describing his project, 
Perret wrote: “This great and excel­ 
lent ediftco can accommodate comfort­ 
able 500 people.” 


Considering tho date of the design, 
the project of Jacques «Perret was 
in many ways a remarkably prophetic 
vision. 
In ornateness of detail and in 
fanciful exaggeration the building sug­ 
gests the sixteenth century, but in its 
general lines it represents a much 
later period in architecture. 
Like the 
most modern skyscrapers of New 
York, it has a tower above the main 
building. 
And when he designed the 
terraced 
roof, 
did 
Jacques 
Perret 
dream of a roof garden?

While at work on his farm a. Kan­ 
sas man carelessly put a wire staple 
into his mouth* 
Something occurred 
to make him start suddenly and the 
staple was drawn down his windpipe, 
points uppermost, finally lodging in 
the lower lobe of the right lung. 
Lo­ 
cal physicians were unablo to remove 
the intruder, and so tho farmer went 
to Pittsburgh to consult Dr. Cheval­ 
ier Jackson. 


Doctor Jackson succeeded in re­ 
moving the staple not only without in­ 
jury to the man’s lung, but without 
shedding a drop of blood. His account 
of the achievement, as given in the 
Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation, is an excellent example of 
the patience and ingenuity which spell 
success for the modern surgeon. 


The first step was the making of a 
series of X-ray photographs of the 
lung. 
These showed that the staple 
had worked down by a rachet-like 
movement deep into the lung. Every 
breath favored its going still deeper, 
but was powerless to force the in­ 
truder back because of the immediate 
catching of one or both points. 


An instrument called a bronchoscope 
was introduced down the patient’s 
throat and into the lung. 
This re­ 
vealed tho staple tightly wedged in 
the smallest lung passage it could en­ 
ter, and with both points concealed in 
swollen mucous membrane. 
To pull 
on such a body would mean the rip­ 
ping of the bronchial wall and certain 
death to the patient. 


Working the body slightly down­ 
ward with a forked rod passed through 
the bronchoscope, the points were lib- 
orated. 
The staple was slightly ro-

tated with forceps so as to bring the 
points in new places. 
With the com­ 
bined use of hooks, side-curved for­ 
ceps and the lip of the bronchoscope, 
the staple was gradually manipulated 
less than half an inch upward ¡to a 
place where a pair of suitably spaced 
orifices of branch lung passages were 
available for the admission of the 
points. 


The two points were guided into the 
branch orifices as traction with the for­ 
ceps caused the staple to turn over, 
loop-end upward. 
The loop was held 
against the bronchoscope tube-mouth, 
while all were withdrawn together. 


The operation lasted an hour and 
twenty-one minutes.

but on others. 


Tho cure for such children is to 
make them play with other children, 
to let them do things for themselves, 
such as dressing and bathing them­ 
selves and going to bed alone. Thus 
they will acquire a spirit of inde­ 
pendence. 


Daylight Saving in Canada, 


Considerable attention is being giv­ 
en throughout Canada to a so-called 
daylight-saving scheme. 
The move­ 
ment in Halifax is in accord with an 
effort all over the dominion to nave 
the clock put back one hour on April 
1 
each year, 
continuing to some 
autumn month, in order to give more 
daylignt for work and pleasure. Meet­ 
ings are being held all over Canada 
with a view to bringing the matter to 
the attention of the federal parliament 
at its next session. The Halifax com­ 
mittee is composed of representatives 
of the city council, trades and laoor 
council and wholesale and retail mer­ 
chants.—Commerce .Reports.

NATIVE LIFE IN NEW GUINEA 


Magic, Marrying and Murder Seem 


Cfoeely Connected Practices Among 
the Innocent Aborigines. 


The expedition led last year up tho* 
Fly river in British New Guinea by 
Sir Robert Clarke resulted in tho dta- 
covery of some amusing customs, for 
the members of the party fell in with 
many who had never seen a white maa 
before. 


These natives practice magic which 
they call kuri-kuri—which kills mea 
by suggestion. “No man among them/* 
says Sir Robert, ”1» supposed to dto 
naturally. The magic man tells him 
he is going to die, and he propmtiy 
does die. 
It may not be all hypnotism. 
Supposing a man is told that he ta to 
die from a snake bite, it is not dilli- 
cut to make certain of his death. 


When a man is dead his relatives 
must get a head so that his spirit w » 
rest in peace. They go out on a mur­ 
dering expedition and get their head 
from the nearest tribe they can sur­ 
prise. 
It doesn’t matter to them 
whether the head is that of a man, 
woman or child. 


“Tho girls will not marry a man un­ 
less he has a certain number of heads 
and has killed a man in personal com­ 
bat. When a new house is built there 
must be more killing, because the 
posts of the house have to be sprinkled 
with human blood. The hideous war­ 
fare never ceases, for a tribe which 
has been attacked must seek revenge. 


“The continual fear of surprise a t­ 
tacks is shown in the character of tho 
houses. These were built in the trees. 
They were rested on scaffold poles 
fifty to sixty feet from the ground, 
were beautifully thatched and were 
chiefly constructed of palm leaves. 
They were loopholed in the sides tor 
arrows and holes had been left in the 
floor through which stones could be 
dropped on the heads of an enemy. 


“Large quantities of stones are kept 
in the houses. These tree dwellers 
also wear a kind of bamboo cuiraas, 
which is arrow-proof and would be 
shot-proof. The arrows used are aboot 
five feet long and are projected from 
very powerful bows. I don’t think a 
white man could draw their bows, j I 
have known a man to be pierced 
through by an arrow from a distance 
of 200 yards.”—Pittsburgh Dispatch.

Injuries Fatal in Fall 


From Auto onto Brick«. 


Thrown from a rapidly moving automo­ 
bile while returning from thc Elks’ annual 
cornbakc on the Spangler farm, east of 
Gettysburg,on Wednesday night about 11 
30 o'clock, John S. Ziegler, of Gettysburg, 
was severely hurt and died at his home at 
3 o'clock on Friday morning from injuries 
sustained, receiving a severe concussion of 
the brain. While it was agreed that Mr, 
Ziegler’s condition was serious, it was be­ 
lieved by thc family that he would recover 
and his death was a surprise. 


Mr. Ziegler was standing on the run­ 
ning board of thc roadster, driven by Chas. 
F. Asper and occupied by Mr. Aspcr and 
several friends, and when Mr. Aspcr turn­ 
ed sharply to avoid a pile of bricks on the 
street, Mr. Ziegler did not anticipate thc 
move and he was thrown with forcc onto 
the bricks. The injured man was placed 
in the Asper ear and taken to thc ofiicc of 
a physician where preliminary examination 
was made of his injuries after which he 
was removed to his home, where he lay in 
a critical condition all night, not regaining 
consciousness until late Thursday morn­ 
ing.

A JOINT RESOLUTION

That section one of article eight, which 


reads as follows: 


"Sectiou 1. jjjvery male citizen twenty- 


one years of age. possessing the follow- 
ing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however; to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 


"First. He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


"Second. He shall have resided In the 


State one year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the Slate, lie shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding the election.

First. He or she shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided in 


the State one year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he or she shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) Immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 


Third. He or she shall have resided in 


the election district where he or she shall 
offer to vote at least two months Imme- 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 


upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax. which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 


Fifth. "Wherever the words "he," "his," 


"him." and "himself" occur in any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall be construed as if written, 
respectively, "he or she." "his or her,"

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, In accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 


Constitution 
of the 
Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania, which roads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its Indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia foi 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as ptfblic improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by paid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and the annual in- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded in 
ascertaining- the power of"'the city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other- 
wise indebted: Provided, That a einking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that It shall 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or increase Its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of t.h@ 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner a.s shall be provided by law; 
but any c}ty, tljo debt of which on the 
first day of'January, one thpusand eight 
hundred and Beventy--four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum In ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement of subways, tun- 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth- 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and'docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used In the construction of wharves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by sajcj 
city. Such Increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electon 
thereof at a public electlon.jto be held in 
•uch manner as shall be pr^lded by law. 
In ascertaining' the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shaJl be excluded from the calcula- 
tion a credit, where the work resulting1 
from any previous expenditure, for any 
one or mor* of the specific purposes here- 
Inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue; 
the amount of which credit shall be ae- 
oertained fejr capitalising the annual net 


revenu* during tho year immediately pre- 
ceding the time of such ascertainment. 
Such capitalization shall bo accomplish- 
ed by ascertaining the principal amount 
which would yield such annual, current 
net revenue, at the average rate of In- 
terest, and sinking-fund charges payable 
upon tbe Indebtedness incurred by said 
city for such purposes, up to the time of 
•uch ascertainment. The method of de- 
termining such amount, so to be excluded 
or allowed as a credit, may be prescribed 
by the General Assembly. 


In iucurriut; indebtedness, for any one. 


or more of said purposes of construction, 
improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may issue its obligation* ma- 
turing not later than fifty years from the* 
date thereof, with provision for a. sinking- 
fund sufficient to retire said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to such sinking- 
fund to be in equal or graded annual in- 
stalments. Such obligations may be In an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
include the amount of the interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout the period 
of construction and until the expiration 
of one year after the completion of the 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
have been incurred: and said city shall 
not be required to levy a tax to pay said 
Interest and sinking-fund charges, as re- 
quired by section ten of article nine of 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of such work.

tion of this Commonwealth in accord- 
ance with provisions of the eighteenth 
(XVIII) article thereof. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same. That the 
following Is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in accordance with the 
provisions of the eighteenth (XVIII) arti- 
cle thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws may be passed providing for a 


system of registering, transferring, insur- 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
the State, or by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and interest in lands the 
titles to which are so registered, trans- 
ferred. Insured, and guaranteed; and for 
the creation and collection of indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may be designated 
by the legislature, and by the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
ed necessary. In matters arising In and 
under the operation of such system, judi- 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. Such laws may provide for 
continuing the registering, transferring. 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties,

Diplomatic Honors. 


Diplomatic 
agents 
are 
in 
three 
classes: 
First, ambassadors, legates, 
and 
nuncios; 
second, 
envoys 
and 
ministers; 
third, charges d’affaires. 
An ambassador Is thus the highest 
diplomatic official sent from one coun­ 
try to another, and a minister is an 
agent of the next lowest rank. 
The 
ambassador represents not only the 
state from which he Is sent, but the 
person of his sovereign, and is enti­ 
tled to ask an audience at any time, 
to rank next the blood royal, and to 
be held* exempt, with his household, 
from local jurisdiction. 
“Envoy ex­ 
traordinary and minister plenipoten­ 
tiary” is the full title of the diplomat­ 
ic agent of the second class, who rep­ 
resents only the state, and not the 
person of the ruler. Charges d'affaires 
are lesser representatives, and must 
deal with the ministers of foreign af­ 
fairs of the country, to which they are 
sent. 
The embassy is the headquar­ 
ters of the ambassador, the legation 
that of the minister.
